We take the following article from the 
Deerfield Valley Times, Wilmington, Vt. 
June 17, 1910, In regard to death of our 
father: 

Lovis Onarves Harris 

One of the saddest deaths that has ever 
occurred in Somerset was that of L. ©. 
Harris, who died from heart failure on 
Tuesday afternoon, May 31. 

During the forenoon he had complain- 
ed of a dizzy fecling anda pain around 
the heart, Shortly before dinner he call 
ed at Wm Paddock’s and complained 
about not feelitig well and guessed he 
would go home and lie down, Qn reach- 
ing home he laid fora whilg on the bed; 
then arising quickly he said he would go 
and cut some stove wood. His little &- 
year-old — grand stepdaughter, Eunice 
Walton, cried to go with him, and he 
said ‘‘come on, but it is damp out, yet.’’ 
For half an hour or so he cut wood be- 
fore he was taken with pains in his 
chest. The little girl says: ‘Grandpa 
seemed to stop cutting wood and started 
to fall, striking on his back. He said 
‘goodbye, little girl, and tell grandma 

bye;’ he did not talk to me an 
more, and I.tried to shake him, for y 
thought he was fooling me, but he did 
not answer me for so long I got awful 
afraid, and I run to grandma,’’

She did not answer; finally, when told 
she would be punished, she: aid ‘*Grand- 
pa has fallen down in the woods, and is 
making believe dead.’’ 

Mrs. Harris realized at once that 
something was wrong, and had little 
Eunice take her to the spot where her 
ance pe had fallen. On arriving she 
ound that Mr. Harris had fallen back- 
werd with his head resting on a pile of 
brush. She knew by the. set expression 
on his face that death was near, if hot 
already present, Little Eunice was dis- 

vatched to Wm. Paddock’s and_ to the 
Somerset postoffice. where help was 
secured, rs. Paddock was the first to 
arrive, and the two women did their 
utmost to revive him, but to. no avail. 
‘Messrs. Johnson, vaddock, Whitcamb, 
and others were soon on the spot and 
carried the body to the house; a doctor 
was suinmoned, but it is thought he was 
dead even before his wife reached him. 
It is very fortunate that little Eunice 
went with her grandfather or he might 
have lain there for hows before being 
found. 

The funeral services were held at the 
schoolhouse, Friday, June 3, and was 
largely attended. Burial was in the 
Somerset cemetery. 

Hon. 4. ©, Harris was born at Wind- 
sor, Mass. March 1, 1848, his birth 
name being Louis Charles Haskins. His 
His parents were Silas Marble Haskins 
and Amy Elizabeth Haskins. 

When the civil war broke out Silas 
Haskins joined the 14th Vermont Volun- 
teers. Their home was broken up, Louis 
was adopted by James Harris, now de- 
ceased, of Dover, Vt., where he lived for 
several years, afterwards going west to 
Wisconsin. In 1873 he was married to 
Miss Lucinda M. Parsons at Tomah, 
Wis. Of this union were born three 
boys, Fred Louis, Edwin William and 
Fremont Ray, all of whom survive their 
father, 

In 1880 with his family hele t Warrer; 
Wis. tor Clear Lake, Deuel county, 8.1). 
where he lived until in 1891 he left the 
west for his old Vermont home. On his 
arrival here he located at Somerset, 
where he has lived until his death, 

While a resident of Somerset he served 
his town and district in many public 
wuys; serving one term in the state leg- 
islator from Somerset and had the offer 
to be returned this fall for another two 
years, | 

Mr. Harris loaves several sisters, Mrr, 
Cora Kenney of Buckland, Mrs, Rosalia 
Stets nm and Mrs, Montie Terroll of West 
Cummington, and one brother, Duane 
Haskins of the same town. He was a 
cousiv of former United States Senator, 
Kiitridge Haskins; also of Sheriff Em- 
mett F, Haskins, whe was shot Sundy ! 
by the desperado, Phelps.

With tbe ordinary bhayloft 
in a good dairy burn the cost of stor- 
age space would be three times that 
of the silo. The table also gives a 
comparison between the cost of har- 
vesting corn eusilage as compared 
with hay. It will be seen that corn 
ensilage can be put up for almost one- 
third the cost of bay. These figures 
do not allow for interest om money in-

Having considered two of these Bev- 
en parables, we are asked in tis les- 
son to take up the remaining five. We 
conclude from verse 53 that ell the 
seven formed_one discourse, spok sn at. 
ons time, four publicly and three, with 
the expianation of the second, more 
privately to the disciples only (verse 
35). We mut remember that He is 
lin the whole discourse describing dif- 
| ferent phases of this present age from 
His rejection until His coming Moan 
ithe mysteries of the kingdom. hat- 
ever symbol or figure e explaing 
stands good for the whole discourse— 
as, for example, “the field is the 
world,”’ the birds represent the wicked 
one, the enemy is the devil, the har- 
vest is the end of the age. In the first. 
parable only perhaps a fourth part, of 
the seed bears fruit, at least only a 
part without saying how much. In 
the second the children of God and 
of the wicked one continue side by 
side throughout the whole age. In the 
third there is the unnatural growth 
from the least of all seeds, not only of 
an herb, but of a tree, in the branches 
of which the birds of the air lodge. 

In the fourth, the parable of the 
leaven, a woman is seen leavening, or 


where the houses had to be searched 
and all leaven put away, all through 
the Bible leaven is without exception 
a symbol of evil. Our Lord taught to 
beware of the leaven of the Pharisees. 
and of the Sadducees (xvi, 6), and 
Paul taught to put away the leaven of 
malice and wickedness and use the 
unleavened bread of sincerity and 
truth I Cor. v. 8). The rule in al the 
sacrifices was ‘burn no leaven nor 
any honey” (Lev. ji, 11), but there wis 
one exception made in reference to a 
thanksgiving offering, and leaven was 
commanded to represent the - vil that 
was in their Moe Sa. iat | (Lev. vii 
12. 13, and Amos iv, 5). his ‘voman 
evidently represents the professing 
church thoroughly corrupting her

refusal to endure sound doctrine. 
Unitarinnism and infidelity are in 
muny a pulpit where only the pure 
gospel ought to be preached.

, 6). With the devil catching away toe 
seed or hindering the fruit, sowing 
tares, entering the church, causing 
false doctrine to be taught, it does n t 
look encouraging, but we are glad that 
He hes told us what to expect (Isa. 
xlii, 4). : 
Let us hear the other parables spo- 
ken in the house to the disciples 
First there is a field with treasure 
hidden in it which a man buys, hav- 
ing sold all that he had in order to 
buy it (verse 44). This cannot repre- 
sent the sinner obtaining salvation, 
for salvation cannot be bought. ¢It is 
wholly and only of free grace. Neither 
money nor good works can obtain it 
And where is there even a hint that 
salvation is to be hidden? Is it not 
rather to be proclaimed to all people? 
Let us hold fast the teaching of the 
previous parables and all will be clear 
and easy. The field is the world, and 
there is only one who can buy it, and 
it is writen of Him that, though He 
was rich, for our sakes he became 
poor. Why should he need to buy it 
or redeem it? Because, aithough He 
created it. He gave it to Adam, and 
Adam mortgaged it to the devil, who 
was bold enough to say to our Lord 
that he owned it (Matt. iv. 8, 9). Rom 
viii. 21; Rev. xxii, 3, and other texts 
teach that it shall yet be fully deliv- 
ered. Ex. xix, 5, and references teach 
us that the treasure is Israel, through 
| whom He: will yet bless all netions. 
Up to the present, through all this 
; age, she is a hidden treasure, and few 
| preachers make any reference to her 
jor look for any future for her, but 
; such should give heed to Jer. xxxiii, 
| 24-26; iii, 17; Isa: Ixi. 
In the parable of the pearl it must 
| be the same man who gave up all thet 
he had in order to obtain it, As pearls 
come from the sea, this pearl must 
represent the chureh gathered from 
the sea of nations and in due time to 
| be a glorious church, not having spot 
or wrinkle or any such thing, holy and 
without blemish (Enh, v, 27)—a_per- 
fect pearl, but perfect only because 
, united to Him who purchased her. He 
said of Israel, “Thy beauty was per- 
fect through mv come'iness which I 
jhad put upon thee” (Ezek. xvi, 14). 
When the time of the mystery has 
passed the pearl—the churech—shall be 
manifestly one with Him, and ‘Tsrael 
shall be manifestly His treasure in the 
eyes of all nations. While the parable 
of the net may have some reference 
to the gathering at the end of the age, 
Wwe must remember that He ssid to 
some of His first followers, ‘‘Follow 
me, and I will make vou fishers of 
men” (Matt. iv, 9). Through all the 
age the net has been gathering go 
and ba’, not taking all the fish in the 
sea and not gathering only the good 
ones, but gathering every kind, a 
great senaration to take place at the 
end of the age. Some consider verses 
5 and 52 an additional parable.

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DO NOT WANT PEACE 


The Kaiser's Reported Peace Talk 
Raises Storm of Protest—His Views 
not Representative—Uproar Created 
in Germany Causes Alarm in 
France, and Outlook is Regarded as 
Full of Peril, 

' Paris.—The storm of protest raised 
in Germany by the Kaiser’s reported 
peace talk with French Foreign Min- 
ister Pichon during their stay in Lon- 
don at the time of King Bdward’s fun- 
eral, is generally accepted by Gallic 
politicians | as confirmation of their 


worst fears of Tuetonic agression in 
the not far distant future. 

. M. Pichon has been a good deal cri- 
ticized for; allowing the substance of 
what the Kaiser said to him in private 
conversation to leak out, but the truth 
is that he did it deliberately, as a 
means’ of ascertaining whether Wil- 
helm’s views were really representa- 
tive of his countrymen’s. If the 


' FatHerland’s answer proved  affirma- 


tive no harm would have been done 
by the French foreign minister’s inten. 
tional indiscretion. If negative, it 
made no particular difference to M 
Pichon how much of an uproar he cre- 
ated in Germany. 

Negative was what the response 
was. And at the Quai d’Orsay it is 
interpreted as meaning that Germany 
proposes to tie itself to no peace agree- 
ments as long as there is anything 
loose in the world which it thinks it 
might want, but could not get with- 
out a fight. 4 

Assuming this conclusion to be the 
correct one, France ‘is certainly- the 
country likeliest to have troubi It 
possesses more territory and mre in- 
terests coveted by Gerinany thar, any 
other country in Europe with the pos- 
sible exceptipn of England. England 
a pioposition to tackle 
that even Germany will probably 
think twice before entering upon an 
Anglo-German war. But rince would 
be perfectly easy for the Germans to 
swallow whole and the Frenchmen at 
the head of their country’s affairs 
know it quite well, though of course, 
they do not admit it publicly. 

Whether the Kaiser meant what he 

' to M. Pichon is not altogether 
clear. Sume youu judges of interna- 
tional affairs think he was merely 
chatting affably without any very deep 
thought as to what he said. Others 
take the view~that he was bubbling 
with enthusiasm with previous world’s 
peace conversations with Col. Roose- 
velt and spoke sincerely to M. Pichon 
but that it was too much to expect 
that his enthusiasm would last. Fin- 
ally, there are supporters of the view 
that he had really carefully thought 
out a comprehensive peace policy to 
which he intended and perhaps still 
intends, to stick. 

The point is not very material, how- 
ever, for it is evident that .Germany is 
set on a big exnanrsion programme 
which it hy! ay to carry through, 
whether the Kaiser likes oo orpot,  . 

The final outcome all depends on 
England. Under King Edward, the 
French considered that they were in 
a position to depend absolutely upon 
British aid in the event of a clash with 
the Germans. Of George they are 
doubtful. Things may work out all 
right, it is agreed. Still, the outlook 
is regarded as full of peril. 


Will Get Bonds Guaranteed 

Pincher Creek.—The railway. projec.

As soon as the bonds 
are guaranteed by the government con.

Thgse interested in financing 
the scheme are waiting until such time 
as Premier Sifton’s election is over be- 
fore proceeding further in the matter 
of seeking co-operation from the gov- 
ernment by guaranteeing the bon.ts 

The concensus of ®pinion here, ‘as 
far as one can learn, is that Premier 
Sifton and the new government woul! 
make a good break by acceding this 
grant, for there are many of both poli- 
tical parties who consider the southern’ 
part of the province to have been u1: 
fairly dealt with in considerations of 
this nature at Edmonton. A _ more 
hopeful feeling is permeating among 
the people that this railroad will yet 
be a true bill, not a few of whom con- 
sider it a sure thing already.

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MAY MODIFY ITS ATTITUDE 
Unless the Vatican Changes the 
Negotiations Will be 

Broken Off — 

Madrid,—At the conclusion of a re- 
cent cabinet meeting Premier Canale. 
jus announced that the government's 
reiigious programme would be carried 
out. He said that the protest of the 
Vatican against tne Royal decree of 
dune 11 would be ignored and that tne 
decisions of the government already 
announced would stand. 

A semi-official announcement made 
recently indicates tnat the govern. 
ment, desiring an amicable settlement 
of the controversy will give the Vati- 
can an opportunity to modify its atti- 
tude in the matter of its protest. 

lt is set forth that Premier Canalejas 
held King Aifonso to his promise, 
made when the premier took power, 
that he would approve ‘tne govern- 


}ment course, and explains that the 


governmént proposes to pursue un- 
tlinehingly the programme which it 
consideis that civilization demands, 
and is counting on the support of uli 
Liberals. 

The cabinet, presidéd over by King 
Alfonso, discussed \the government's 
attitude in the face of the double pro. 
test of the Vatican and Spanish Epis- 
copate against the Royal decree of 
June Il. 

The decree amended the legislation 
and authorized the edifices of non- 
‘atholic religious societies to, display 
the insignia for public worship. The 


Papal protests were coupled with the, 


negotiations between the government 
and Rome for the revision of the gon- 
cordat and recently Premier Canale- 
jas intimated that unless the Vatican 
changed its attitude the negotiations 
would be broken off. 

The Vatican replied and after set- 
ting forth that it maintained that the 
decree is a violation of the concordat 
and that of amendments of rrevious 
ministries, declined categorically to 
continue the negotiations over the re- 
vision until this point is settled. 


Senator Offered $50,000 as a Bribe 

Washington, D.C.—Senator Gore of 
Oklanoma disclosed in the senate, 
what -he interpreted as an eftoit to 
bribe him in connection with legisla- 
tion affecting tne fortune in attorney 
fees, claimed by J. F. Mcemurray, of 
Oklahoma for services rendered to the 
Choctaw and Chiekasaw Nations in 
land and townsite cases. — 

The charge created a sensation in 
the senate, which later extended to 
the house. The latter body in conse- 
quence sent back to conference the 
general deficiency bill, which carried 
an item relating to contracts between 
the Indians and their attorneys. As 
the result of the charges, Senator Gore

hese assert the budget caused an 1m- 
mense loss in the revenue. 

A somewhat different, though equal- 
ly gloomy view, is taken in other 
quarters. Believers in the phantom of 
the German invasion see only another 
evidence of the decline of Great Bri- 
ain. The country, they assert, is al- 
ready filled with young men who 
settle down to a life of sport and thus 
live upon the resources of the coun- 
try without adding anything. These, 
they assert, had for the most part no 
military training and in time of war 
would be only civilians. 

To the immense drain upon the 
country’s resources of these non-pro- 
ducers there is added further a tax 
of $55,000,000 in a single year. Those 
who hold this view say the nation is 
only rendered more tempting to a 
progressive and commercially active 
potential foe.

Dominion Government Schooner 
Leaves for Hudson Bay to Locate if 
Possibje, the Best Channel—Engin- 
eering Staff will Remain at the Bay 
Until Autumn, and will Return 
Overland to Winnipeg. 

Halifax, N. 8.—The Dominion gov- 
ernment schooner Crissie G, Thomey 
leaves for the Hudson Bay to report 
on the feasibility of the Hudson Bay 
route for wheat shipments from the 
west in connection with the proposed 
Hudson Bay railway from Winnipeg. 

The Thomey will survey the ap- 
proaches to tne Nelson river im order 
to ascertain the depth of water and 
to locate if possible the best channel 
This will, necessitate the schooner | 
working as far out as Fort Miles from 
tae land over thirty miles up the river 
to the proposed terminus. , 

The schooner will return to Halifax ; 
late in the autumn, but the engineer- 
ing staff will locate for a time on the 
shores of the Bay in order to watch 
the ice, its forming, and its move- 
ment, and they will not leave for 
civilization until the winter has fully 
set in. | 

Then they will start on a tramp of | 
500 miles across an almost unknown | 
and uninhabited country which they 
expect to “do” in twenty days. They | 
go equipped to wrestle with the biting 
cold of the north. They will come out 
at Winnipeg. The government steam- 
er Stanley will operate for a similar 
purpose about Fort Churchill,

parties will report’to the government, | 
and on their reports will depend | 
largely the future action of the gov- 
ernment concerning this route and the 
selection of! the deep water terminus.

Investigations into the frauds in the 
printing department have not been 
conciuded, and some further develop- 
; ments ‘of a sensational nature will be 
|made in a few days. It is understood 
that certain émployees in the account- 
jing branch have been suspended for 
irregularities in the preparation of the 
| cost of work done in the bureau. 

Mr. Goulthrite, the chief actor in the 
| affair, is well known in the capital and 
was very popular among a large circle 
(of acquaintances. Some five years ago 
he ereced a house on Manor Road, 


Rockliffe, to which, within the last 
|year he has made many improve- 
ments. He has a wife and one child. 
The locating of Mr. Goulthrite’s 
| whereabouts has been entrusted to 


Col. Sherwood, head of the Dominion 
police. 

No one feels more keenly than Mr. 
| Murphy the discovery of the frauds in 
Mr. Goulthrite’s department.

NOVA SCOTIA’S AWAKENING, 


Maritime Province Is Again Coming 
Into Her Own. 


Is it not possible that a country re- 
garded with a slightly contemptuous 
yd by reason of ite erent may 

all the while merely strengthening 
its fibres for future action? 

Such at all events has been the ex- 
perience of Nova Scotia. Previous to 
confederation no province of Canada 
exhibited a greater commercial activ- 
ity. From her great shipbuilding 
yards staunch véssels slipped into 
the water by the hundred and sailed 
away with the fruits of her industry 
to distant marta and returned as 
heavily laden. Small shopkeepers 


grew into prosperous merchants, pros- | 


perous merchants developed into mer. 
chant princes. Work and money were 
plentiful, and the flag of prosperity 
flew high. 

The flag of prosperity descended 
with the hoisting of the Canadian 
National ensign in Nova Scotia. Con- 
federation, that splendid achievement 
in the making of Canadian destiny, 
wrought havoc with the Nova Scotian 
shipping trade by strangling. the ur- 
teries of traffic with iron tariff bonds. 
The shipbuilding industry in Nova 
Scotia fed largely on foreign trade, 
and the sudden check placed on that 
trade killed the principal industry by 
a slow starvation. Isolated by her 
geographical position from the rest of 
Canada, cut off by artificial barriers 
from the outside world, the province 
was forced to rest content with a lim- 
ited internal commerce. Yielding to 
the force of circumstances she rested 
from her labors, and so far as_ the 
outside world was concerned Nova 
Scotia slumbered, | 

It was a natural sleep, however, and 
not the coma that precedes death. 
The years of sleep were not wasted 
years. Slowly, but steadily, the pro- 
vince built up new tissue, strengthen- 
ed its tendons and gathered fresh en- 


ergy into its nerves for future en- 
deavors. The public school system 
was developed and improved; in- 


creased facilities were provided for 
the encouragement of exuct scholar- 
ship; and as a result Nova Scotia has 
“he to the world perhaps more col- 
ege professors and principals than 
any other province in Canada. The 
period of so-called slumber ripened 
the country and prepared it thor- 
oughly for the present industrial ad- 
vancement. 

The exploitation of her rich coal 
measures by great monéyed interests 
frmally aroused the province from her 


commercial lethargy. H. M. Whitney | 
of Boston and his associates formed | 


the Dominion Coal Company in 1893, 
took over vast areas of coal in the 
neighborhood of Glace Bay, Cape 
Breton, equipped splendid collieries 
with the most modern appliances for 
coal digging, and furnished fuel for 
Montreal furnaces. The energy ex- 
hibited by the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany and the instantaneous success 
achieved, created a buoyant ozone 
throughout the commercial 
phere. Other coal companies dug 
deeper and faster and shipped more 
swiltly. Coal measures in Cumber- 
land, in Pictou, in Inverness and in 
Cape Breton counties were developed. 
Fully equipped collieries sprang up 
over the country. Submarine areas 
were exploited. Practically every 
known coal seam in the province was 
delved into by the modern magician 
who transmutes black diamonds into 
yellow gold. 

The industrial impetus given the 
province by the coal interests was 
augmented by the establishment of 
the Dominion Steel works at Sydney, 
Eagle eyes had .marked the south 
bank of Sydney harbor as an admir- 
able location for the Steel industry, 
and the result was an expenditure of 
$25,000,000 which reared the mightiest 
steel making plant in Canada and 
transformed a straggling village into 
a hustling city. Other companies 
also found the smelting and refining 
of iron ore a profitable enterprise, and 
as a result the steel industry in Nova 
Scotia is on a thoroughly substantial 
footing and is assuming large pro- 
ortions. These are only two of Nova 
cotia’s booming industries which 
will put her back in the forefront of 
the wealthy provinces,

The ratio of popu- 
lation to“each patent granted shows 
that Ontario secured one patent to 
every 4,769 residents; Quebec, one to 
every 8,575; British @olumbia, one to 
every 5,095; Manitoba, one to every 
5,535; while in New Brunswick 
ratio was one to 18,746; Nova Scotia, 
one to 19,391, and Prince Edward ls- 
land, one to every 33,668. The total 
revenue of the Patent Office for the 
fiscal year was $176,692.05.
